of the Duke of Mantua, do deſire your Opinion, 
Whether my gentiments of his Procedure be ac- 
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cording to the Rules of Honour and Policy. 


The Duke of Mantua, after the French Forces 
were arrived in Milan, in February laſt, ſent to 


the Pope for his Advice how he ſhould manage 


his Affairs in the preſent juncture, being ſolli- 


cited both by the Emperour and France, to ad- 
mit their Forces into his Territories; and de- 


fired a Supply from the Pope of Money, and 


4000 Men, to Garriſon his Capital City, Mantua; 
with which requeſt the Pope wou'd have com- 
ply'd. Then the Duke's Miniſter acquainted 


| the Emperour, That his Maſter would take the 
1 Pope 8 Forces tO Garriſon the City: Tho', at 
| the ame time, the Duke was contracting With 


1 for a une e to deliver ee

Tap: and, indeed, from the remembrance of 


(che Chief of it, the Cittadel and Gates) into the 
| Poſſeſſion. of the French and Spaniards, who arg 


now ſeemingly joined in one Intereſt; And 3c- 
:ording to that Agreement, have delivered 
Mantua to Count Teſſe,to be Garriſon'd by French 
Forces, contrary tothe Aſſurances which he had 
often repeated to the Emperour.  _ 

The Dukedom of Mantua, which is a Fief of 
the Empire, had that Title from Charles the 
Fifth Emperour, given to one of the Noble Fa- 
mily of Gonxagua, from whom this Duke is de- 
ſcended, and who, to free his Native Country 
from Slavery, join'd with others, and kilPd 
Paſſarino Bonecolſa, who Rul'd that State with 
Tyranny. One would wonder at the degenera- 


cy of Spirits in a Family, That this Duke's Ant 
ceſtors ſhould ſo ſtand up for Freedom, and tha 


this Gentleman, when it was in his power, by 
the aſſiſtance of his Friends and Allies, to de- 
fend his Country, ſhould for Fear, or what is 

worſe, for Money, deliver up his chief City to 
the Freuch, who will ſcarce ever return it him 


again. The French King has already promiſed 


the Dutchy of Montferrat-to the Duke of Savoy, 


after the Duke of Mantua's Death; from which 


he may {ee what Advantage the French will 
take from his Selling to him the City of Caſa/\ 
In this part he has acted contrary to Policy, and 
not according to Honour with the Emperqur 
and Pope: But he himſelf muſt wait de kee 
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fare of one, and run the hazzard of the Diſ. 
pleaſure of the other two, either of which we
